A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  GOWER  FAMILY 

)  - 

The  history  of  the  Gower  family  dates  back  to  the 
10th  century.  They  originated  in  England.  They  are 
of  Anglo-Saxon  origin  and  one  of  the  oldest  families  in 
a  the  County  of  York. 

The  antiquaries  differ  somewhat  as  to  who  the 
patriarch  of  this  outstanding  and  historic  family  was. 
Some  claim  it  was  Sir  Alan  Gower,  sheriff  of  York  Coun- 
>ty  at  the  time  of  the  Norman  Conquest  and  Lord  of 
Stittenham  in  the  same  county,  later  possessed  by  Earl 
Gower,  a  prominent  member  of  the  Gower  family. 
Others  claim  that  the  first  fore-father  was  a  William 
Fitz-Guhyer  (note  the  difference  in  spelling)  of  Stitten¬ 
ham  and  that  Alan  was  likely  his  son.  A  century  or  so 
later  it  seems  that  the  name  was  written  Guer.  In  the 
28th  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  Sir  John  Gower 
became  a  prominent  figure  in  the  conflict  with  Scotland. 

.  Some  have  claimed  that  the  celebrated  poet  and 
refiner  of  the  English  language,  labored  extensively  with 
Sir  John  Gower,  second  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Gower. 
Authors  have  differed  about  the  poet’s  extraction,  which 
some  conceive  to  be  Welch,  and  that  his  sur-name  was 
assumed  from  that  district  in  the  County  of  Glamorgan, 
called  Gower;  while  others  positively  maintain  that  he 
was  a  descendent  of  the  family  of  Stittenham — but  his 
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coat  of  arms,  as  depicted  on  his  monument  in  St.  Mary 
Overy’s  Church  in  Southwork  (great  part  of  which  he 
built)  have  no  affinity  to  those  of  the  Gowers  of  Stitten- 
ham.  However,  Hollinshed  in  his  Chronicle,  p.  541, 
gives  this  account  of  him:  “John  Gower,  descendant  of 
that  worthy  family  of  the  Gowers  of  Stittenham  in  York¬ 
shire  studied  not  only  the  common  laws  of  this  realm, 
but  also  other  kinds  of  literature,  and  had  great  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  same,  namely,  in  poetical  inventions,  apply¬ 
ing  his  endeavor,  with  Chaucer,  to  garnish  the  English 
tongue,  in  bringing  it  from  a  rude  imperfectness  into  a 
more  apt  elegancy.  For  whereas^  before  those  days,  the 
learned  used  to  write  only  in  Latin  or  French,  and  not  in 
English,  our  tongue  remained  very  barren,  rude  and  im¬ 
perfect;  but  now,  by  the  diligent  industry  of  Chancer 
and  Gower,  it  was  within  a  while  greatly  amended,  so 
that  it  grew  not  only  very  rich  and  plentiful  in  words, 
but  also  so  proper  and  apt  to  express  that  which  the 
mind  conceived,  as  any  other  language.  John  Gower  | 
departed  this  life  through  the  Battle  of  Tewkesbury 
shortly  after  the  decease  of  his  dear  and  loving  friend 
Chaucer,  in  the  year  1402,  being  come  to  great  age  and 
blind  for  a  certain  time  before  his  death.” 

Sir  John  Gower  was  greatly  extolled  after  his  death,  j 
Mr.  Anstis  has  observed,  in  his  introduction  before  the 
Register  of  the  Garter,  that  the  Swan  which  now  hangs 
at  the  end  of  the  collar  on  the  effigies  of  the  said  John 
Gower,  in  St.  Mary  Overy’s  Church,  was  to  imply  his 
services  to  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  whom  he  takes  all 
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occasion  to  extol  in  his  works.  Stow,  in  his  annals,  gives 
this  account  of  him : 

“John  Gower,  deceased  about  the  second  year  of 
;he  reign  of  Henry  IV,  was  a  man  not  much  unlike 
Chaucer,  in  excellency  of  wit,  learning,  or  possessions. 
He  built  a  great  part  of  St.  Mary  Overy’s  Church  in 
Southwork,  then  newly  re-edified.  On  the  north  side  of 
l_j the  Church  he  prepared,  of  stone,  a  resting  place  for 
his  bones.” 

The  resting  place,  though  old-fashioned,  was  his 
own  design.  At  the  head  end  there  was  the  likeness  of 
three  books  which  he  compiled.  (1)  Speculum  Medi- 
tentis,  in  French.  (2)  Vox  Clamantis,  in  Latin.  (3) 
Confessio  Amantis,  in  English.  His  arched  tomb  was 
beautified  with  his  arms,  and  the  likeness  of  angels,  with 
poesies  in  Latin.  Besides  in  the  wall  were  painted  three 
virgins  crowned,  one  Charity,  the  second  Mercy,  the 
third  Pity. 

Thus  Sir  John  Gower  not  only  made  a  great  contri¬ 
bution  to  the  Gower  family  but  all  the  English  speaking 
nations  of  the  world  are  beneficiaries  of  his  intelligence 
and  accomplishments.  It  is  well  for  us  to  know  of  such 
outstanding  ancesters  for  we  can  feel  that  Gower  and 
Chaucer  were  to  the  English  language  what  Luther,  the 
great  reformer,  was  to  the  German  language. 

As  to  the  genealogy  of  this  great  figure  in  English 
literature  we  find  that  he  is  the  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Gower. 
He  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Edward  Golds- 
borough,  Baron  of  the  Exchequer.  They  had  eight  chil- 
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dren — five  sons  and  three  daughters.  The  names  of  the 
children  are:  Edward,  John,  George,  Robert,  Walter, 
Joan,  Elizabeth  and  Anne.  We  mention  these  names 
not  because  we  desire  to  trace  their  history  but  because 
their  names  are  so  common  in  our  day.  Very  likely  we 
could  find  all  these  amongst  the  Gowers  at  a  family 


reunion.

A  brother  Thomas,  of  this  famous  Sir  John,  also 
played  an  important  part  in  the  life  of  the  British  Em¬ 
pire.  He  took  part  in  a  war  with  France  where  his  valor 
was  recognized.  He  so  signalized  himself  that  he  was 
made  Governor  of  the  Castle  of  Mans.  He  had  a  very 
charitable  nature.  When  an  army  of  English  refugees 
fled  to  his  castle,  he  communicated  with  the  authorities 
of  the  British  Empire  and  later  was  commissioned  by 
King  Henry  V  together  with  Henry  Earl,  of  Northum¬ 
berland,  to  provide  money  and  provisions  for  the  dis¬ 
tressed  soldiers. 


As  we  study  the  life  of  the  Gower  family,  we  find 
that  a  great  number  of  them  belonged  to  the  British 
nobility  and  played  an  important  part  in  the  political 
life  of  the  Empire. 

Another  Sir  Thomas  Gower  was  knighted  at  White¬ 
hall,  June  24,  1630,  succeeded  his  father’s  estate  and 
received  the  title  of  Baronet.  He  was  a  sufferer  for  his 
loyalty  to  King  Charles  I,  having  been  twice  High  Sher¬ 
iff  of  Yorkshire.  He  attended  to  the  king,  when  he  was 
shut  out  at  Hull  and  he  raised  a  regiment  of  Dragoons, 
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of  which  his  brother  was  Colonel.  He  left  two  sons, 
Edward  and  William. 

Other  prominent  figures  of  the  Gower  family  were 
the  following: — 

Sir  William  Leveson  Gower,  who  bailed  the  Duke 
of  Monmouth  in  1683;  served  in  four  Parliaments  under 
Charles  II;  for  Newcastle  under  Line  in  Staffordshire 
and  was  elected  for  the-  said  borough  to  the  Convention 
Parliament  in  1688,  and  in  all  other  Parliaments  to  the 
time  of  his  death. 

His  son,  John  Leveson  Gower,  was  elected  to  Parlia¬ 
ment  after  the  death  of  his  father.  He  served  until  he 
was  advanced  to  the  degree  and  dignity  of  a  Baron  of 
the  realm,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Gower,  Baron  Gower  of 
Stittenham  in  Yorkshire.  He  was  sworn  at  the  Privy 
Council  to  the  Queen  on  April  21,  1702,  and  at  the  same 
time  was  declared  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster. 

His  son,  John,  later  Earl  Gower,  was  a  brilliant  man. 
On  August  19,  1732,  he  was  given  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  by  the  University  of  Oxford,  in  a  full  convoca¬ 
tion.  In  1742  he  was  appointed  Lord  Privy  Seal  and 
then  sworn  of  His  Majesty’s  Privy  Council  at  Kensing¬ 
ton.  In  1742,  he  was  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
County  of  Stafford  and  a  year  after  he  was  appointed  a 
second  time  as  one  of  the  Lord’s  Justices.  These  are  but 
a  few  of  his  political  appointments  that  he  received  dur¬ 
ing  his  eventful  career. 

These  are  some  of  the  high  lights  of  the  history  of 
the  Gower  family  in  England.  We  have,  indeed,  a  great 
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historical  background.  Truly,  ours  is  a  goodly  heritage, ye 
The  history  and  the  accomplishments  of  our  fore-fathers 
should  challenge  us  to  a  greater  and  better  citizenship, 

THE  GOWERS  IN  AMERICA 

There  are  no  records  to  show  when  the  first  Gowei 
landed  in  America.  However,  Joseph  Gower  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  Gowers  during  the  Revolutionary  War 
fought  with  the  Hessians  in  the  Battle  of  Trenton  until 
their  capture  by  General  Washington  after  which  they 
swore  allegiance  to  the  American  cause  and  thereafter 
became  General  Washington’s  soldiers. 

INNATE  HUNTING  TRAITS  j 

The  Gowers  settled  mostly  among  the  hills  and  val¬ 
leys  of  Monroe  County  where  all  kinds  of  game  was 
found  in  abundance.  The  atrocities  of  the  Indians  kept 
the  settlers  in  continued  terror;  justly  so,  for  Monroe 
County  lies  within  the  bounds  of  the  famous  “Walking! 
Purchase”  of  1787,  which  aroused  the  anger  of  the 
Indians. 

Tradition  has  it  that  three  boys,  Nicholas  Gower. 
Christopher  Christman,  and  another  boy,  all  about  18 
years  of  age,  on  their  way  from  Indianland,  Lehigh 
Township,  to  the  hunting  grounds  of  Monroe  County,  ; 
while  riding  through  the  creek  at  the  village  of  Little' 
Gap,  Carbon  County,  were  taken  captive  by  the  Indians. 

A  few  years  later  Nicholas  Gower  and  Christopher 
Christman  safely  came  back  to  their  friends  whom  they' 
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expected  to  visit  on  the  original  journey,  but  the  third 
boy  was  never  heard  from. 

REASONS  FOR  SETTLEMENT  IN 
PENNSYLVANIA 

After  their  capture  they  became  loyal  citizens,  en¬ 
lightened  by  the  fact  that  William  Penn  had  given  his 
people  powers  and  liberties  which  had  never  been  en¬ 
joyed  by  any  people. 

“PENN’S  HOLY  EXPERIMENT” 

William  Penn’s  message  to  early  settlers  no  doubt 
produced  a  second  reason  for  settlement  in  Pennsylvania. 
It  read  as  follows: 

“You  are  now  fixed  at  the  mercy  of  no 
Governor  that  comes  to  make  his  fortune  great. 

You  shall  govern  by  laws  of  your  own  making 
and  live  a  free,  and,  if  you  will,  a  sober  and 
industrious  people.” 

EARLY  IDEALS  OF  DISTINCTION 

Reflections  of  early  life  history  of  the  Gowers  por¬ 
tray  the  religious  and  independent  ideas  which  caused 
their  pilgrimmage  from  England  to  Holland.  It  may  be 
said  that  they  showed  preference  to  Quaker  belief  and 
opposition  to  War.  On  the  other  hand  they  also  showed 
a  willingness  to  aid  in  time  of  conflict.  Definite  proof 
of  their  being  willing  to  fight  for  the  cause  of  country 
lies  in  the  fact  that  a  number  of  them  may  be  found  to 


have  participated  in  the  War  of  1812,  the  Civil  War  of 
1861,  and  in  the  late  World  War.  This  also  proves  that; 
the  martial  spirit  courses  through  the  veins  of  the( 
Gowers. 

When  once  the  Gowers  came  and  lived  in  America! 
they  soon  saw  and  felt  the  blessings  of  self  government.; 
They  became  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  faith; 
which  predominated  amongst  the  early  Gower  settlers: 
as  it  does  to  this  day. 

While  the  Gowers  can  not  perhaps  as  yet  boast  of  doc-| 
tors  or  lawyers,  there  were  a  number  of  Gowers  promi-; 
nent  in  the  educational  circles. 

Anthony  Gower,  of  Kunkletown,  was  a  prominent;’ 
teacher  in  the  rural  schools  of  Monroe  County  for  forty-;

Abraham  Gower,  of  Hamilton,  was  a  prominent, 
teacher  in  the  rural  schools  of  Monroe  County  for  a  num-j 
ber  of  years.
